RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.121 

In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed March 24, 2005, 
indicating that the listing of claims in the recently submitted Amendment (filed Feb. 17, 2005) 
does not include the text of all claims including withdrawn claims, and indicating that claim 40 is 
non-compliant. Applicant herewith submits a revised Amendment to the Claims section. 

Upon review of the Amendment filed Feb. 17, 2005, it appears that claims 9-18, 21, 25, 
and 26 were indicated as canceled and that the text of all other claims was included. Applicant 
notes that under 37 C.F.R. § 1.121(c)(4)(ii), "No claim text shall be presented for any claim in 
the claim listing with the status of "canceled.", and "Identifying the status of a claim as 
"canceled" will constitute an instruction to cancel the claim."
